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- Boyne City faced first fire fatality in 13 years 


Boyne City firefighters had 
their first fatality in 13 years 
when a six-month-old baby girl 
died from smoke inhalation and 
heat in the opening stages of a 
house fire last Thursday. 

Dead is Amy Turnbull, 
daughter of Patricia and Mark 
Turnbull of 729 Wenonah St., 
Boyne City. She died during the 
night at Northern Michigan 
Hospital where she and her 
brother, Brad, 2, were taken af- 
ter they were rescued by Fire 
Chief Nord Schroeder. Also 
taken to the hospital. was Mark 


Turnbull with lacerations after 


diving through a window to save 
himself. 

The fire call was received by 
the city dispatcher at 10:50 a.m. 
and the fire crews and the police 
department were on the scene at 
10:53. They were immediately in- 
formed there were children still 
in the house. 

Fire Chief Nord Schroeder, the 
first fireman on the scene, was 
donning his fire protection 
equipment when he was infor- 
med of the two children still in 
the burning home. 

He immediately entered the 
structure, along with another 
fireman, Captain Steve Erber, 
and, not knowing the layout of 


the house, made a wrong turn 
that turned out to be right as he 
entered the kitchen from the 
front door. As he was crawling in 


the dense smoke, he knocked 


something off the kitchen. table 
and tried to find it before 
proceeding further. His hand 
brushed over the two-year-old 
boy who was found under the 
kitchen table. : 
Schroeder pulled the boy out 
of the house and the child started 
coughing when he was given 
fresh air. 
- Schroeder: immediately went 
back inside the house along with 
Erber to search for the baby af- 


ter being told she was in the , 


middle of the living room. After 
searching, he found the child un- 
der the Christmas tree that was 
knocked over when the fire hose 
water sprayed on it. Schroeder 
pulled that child out of the house 


and she, along with her brother 
went right into the ambulance to 
NMH. 

The ambulance crew was met 
halfway by crews from 
Life-—-Link Ambulance Service 
and the paramedics took over 
trying to revive the baby. 

Mark, the husband, was also 
taken to the hospital with 
lacerations on his face and chest. 
He and Brad were released from 
the hospital over the weekend. 

The fire was largely confined 
to the back bedroom, but the

was coming out windows and 
cracks in the structure when 
firemen arrived on the scene. 
They fought the fire for four 
hours and started looking for 
clues as to how it started.

‘clothing, school supplies, toys 
and a small American flag. Most 
important, it includes a letter 
and a photo from the family who 
prepared the box.

ea ee TES 
rezoning the project would need 


in order to be approved. 

The planners tabled the mat- 
ter, asking that the developer 
work further with the neigh- 
borhood and the city to work up 
exactly what was going to be the 
proposal. — 

There have been meetings 
with neighbors, but the final 
agreement between them and 
the developer have not been 
finalized. 

Planners also tabled a site plan 
review for a new hanger that is 
proposed to be constructed at the 
airport. Thomas Shaw from 
Cheboygan was to: present the 
plans for a 40x35 foot hanger 
which will be located near the 
grass runway. 

The planners then recommen- 
ded the approval of two In- 


dustrial Facilities Exemption 
Certificates (IFEC) in the area of 
the Industrial Park. 


The first will give a six year 
tax abatement to Trumco, Inc. 
who plan on building a 4,800 
square foot building for the 
assembly of electrical componen- 
ts and some woodworking 
fabrication. The abatement will 
add about $1,800 to the tax rolls 
instead of $3,700 for the next six 
years. 

The other IFEC was for the 
new Auget/Altair plant being 
constructed behind Carter's 
Food Center. That abatement 
would add about $60,000 to the 
tax rolls instead of $120,000 
during the 12 years the cer- 
tificate is good for. 

Both abatements do not in- 
clude the cost of the land the 
buildings are being built upon, so 
the actual taxes that will be 
coming to the city and schools 
will be higher. 

The planning body also. ap- 
proved the changes that are 
being made in a condominium 
project located on South Lake 
Street. The developer . has 


‘reduced the number of units 


from four to three and changed 
the roofline because of overhang 
objections from some of the 
neighbors.
